Hospitals 

Fever  Hospitals  are  provided  by  the  Leicestershire  Combined 

Hospitals  Committee  for  the  treatment  of  Infectious  Diseases 
at  Markfield,  Hinckley,  Melton  and  Blaby.  Markfield 
Isolation  Hospital  is  nearest  your  District. 

Smallpox  Hospitals  for  the  treatment  of  Smallpox  are  provided  by 

the  Leicestershire  County  Council  at  Snarestone  (23  beds) 
and  Syston  (15  beds). 

Tuberculosis  The  County  Sanatorium  at  Markfield  with  126  beds  is 

adequately  equipped  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  all 
types  of  Tuberculosis. 

Maternity  Provision  is  made  for  cases  requiring  Institutional 

treatment  in  the  Leicester  and  Leicestershire  Maternity 
Hospital  and  in  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary.  The 

Maternity  Wing  of  the  Ashby  Cottage  Hospital  is  used  by 
the  residents  from  your  Area  and  from  the  surrounding  Areas. 

Children  are  admitted  to  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  and 
Loughborough  Infirmary.  Ashby  Cottage  Hospital  admit 
children  and  many  cases  of  Tonsils  and  adenoids,  and  other 
major  operations  such  as  Appendices  were  operated  on  by 
the  Honorary  Surgeon  Mr.  Holford,  F.R.C.S. 

Delicate  and  illnourished  children  (3  to  5 years)  are 
admitted  to  the  Childrens  Convalescent  Home ,Woodhouse  Eaves.

House  Refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  the  Council’s  workmen  with 
a covered  Motor  Vehicle  and  carted  to  a suitable  tip  where  it  is 
deposited  in  shallow  layers  and  covered  with  earth.

In  the  Parish  of  Blackfordby  the  removal  and  disposal  of  house  refuse 
and  the  cleansing  of  earth-closets,  privies  and  ashpits  is  carried  out 
by  a Contractor  under  the  supervision  of  the  Council’s  Surveyor  and 
disposed  of  in  a similar  manner  to  that  at  Ashby-de-la-Zouch, 

Two  ashpits  were  abolished  and  eight  galvanised  iron  dustbins 
provided  in  place  thereof. 

Thirty  eight  new  dustbins  were  provided  to  replace  unsuitable  or 
defective  receptacles.
